LONDON, Aug. 27:—(AP) 
—Collapse of Iranian resis- 
tance within the next three 
days was predicted by in- 
formed diplomatic sources to- 
day as Russian forces smash- 
ing southward into Iran were 
reported to have captured the 
country’s second city, Tabriz, 
and British armies striking 
northward advanced 40 miles.

British Planes 
Carry Out Heavy 
Night Assaults 


LONDON, Aug. 27 — ‘CP) — 
Following « heavy overnight 
offensive and daylight attacks 
yesterday, planes of the Royal Air 
Force crossed the English channel 
this morning in two attacks on 
occupied France. 

(Nazi sources in Berlin admitted 
British bombers attacked several 
places in Western Germany during 
the night and dropped many in- 
cendiaries and high explosives.) 

The Air Ministry said today oper- 
ations last night were on a larger 
scale than usual. Industrial dis- 
tricts of the German city of Cologne 
were bombed heavily and successful 
attacks also were made on docks at 
Le Havre and Boulogne, Three 
bombers were Jost in these attacks. 
Fighter planes machine-gunned 
enemy airdromes and runways in 
Northern France during the night. 

In operations over northern 
France today it was reported Bri- 
tish fighters shot down 10 Nazi 
planes and lost eight. 

During the night the French 
coast opposite Dover was heavily 
attacked following daylight 
sweeps against shipping and Ger- 
man - occupied airdromes, From 
yesterday's operations, the gov- 
ernment announced, seven bomb- 
ers and four fighters were lost. 
Over the British Isles there was 
slight activity by hostile planes 
and a communique said there was 
a small number of casualties at one 
point. 

Several bombs were reported to 
have been dropped on the Scilly 
islands, off the southwest tip of 
England, killing two persons and 
injuring a number of others.

Mr. Mackenzie said cpliective 
security would be based upon co)- 
lective force and collective pre- 
paredneas, and not upon collective 
idealism. “We are already laying 
plans for bridging the gap betweer 
the imperious necessities of war- 
time industry and the constructive 
neceasities of the peacetime indus- 
tries that will come.” 


WORK FOR MEN 

The first essential “is to provide 
adequate employment opportuni; 
ties for our returnirfg service men 
and those who are no longer re- 
quired in the munition factories of 
the nation.” 

Reconstruction plans must be co- 
ordinated with those in the United 
States and other portions of the 
Empire. “We must form a carefully 
planned national effort to meet the 
problems of the aftermath.” 

Mr. Mackenzie said such plans in- 
clude providing a public works 
program; ca-ordinated municipal, 
provincial dhd federal effort; a 
sound and progressive agricultural 
policy;“development of natural re- 
sourtes and developments in ex- 
tensive highway construction pro- 
gram. 

SOCIAL SECURITY 

However, he added, “above all 
and transcending all must be the 
development of a great national 
scheme of social security by which 
the masses of our people shal] never 
again know those fears that come 
from insecurity and poverty (and 
want and distress.” 

The standard of living that is low 
in some nations should be “uni- 
versalized and maintained by a real 
League of Nations or a freedom area 
which shall be the guardian of the 
liberties and comforts of mankind.”

VICHY, France, Aug. 27.—(AP)—Pierre Laval, former 
vice-premier under Marshal Petain and the leading French 
proponent of strong collaboration with Germany, was shot 
this morning as he attended an anti-Communist demonstra- 
tion at German-occupied Versailles and was reported tonight 


to have been seriously wounded. 


Laval was shet in the chest. * 


Doctors said tonight they believed 
he would live. 

Shot at the same time although 
less seriously hurt was Marcel Deat, 
former air minister and rightist 
journalist and like Laval a leading 
collaborationist. 

Laval, swarthy, white-tied politi- 
cian who brought Petain and Hitler 
together after the armistice, was 
shot both in the arm and body, 
while Deat received only a wound 
in the arm, 


SEATED TOGETHER 

The two were sitting beside each 
Other receiving registrations of anti- 
Communists to fight in a volunteer 
force alongside Germany in the war 
against Russia when the shooting 
occurred. The legionnaires were 
taking oaths of allegiance.

Finns Claim Russ 


Abandon Tallinn 


HELSINKI, Aug. 27—(AP)—Fin- 
mish observers claimed today a 
tremendous blaze on the southern 
horizon which could be seen from 
Finland indicated Russian forces 
were devastating Tallinn prepar- 
atory to withdrawing from the city

Ever since the line has been acri- 
moniously drawn in the United States 
between those who want to help Britain 
and those who do not want to help 
Britain, the mental processes of the 
isolationists have been a constant 
source of astonishment. 

The remarkable logic of Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh and the startling 
fulminations of such senatorial bumbl- 
ers as Burton Wheeler have been of a 
single amazing piece. 

So extraordinary have been the ut- 
terances of some of these people that 
one has: been moved to wonder whether 
they are as hopelessly childish as they 
seem or if they have an astounding cap-

But of all the bewildering notions 
put forward by the isolationists, some- 
thing close to championship is achieved 
by the latest vaporing of Senator Hiram 
Johnson, veteran hundred percenter 
and close friend of that unpleasant old 
satyr, William Randolph Hearst.

If this is not the intent of the order, 
and it surely cannot be, why does the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board not 
make the matter a little more clear? 

It is obvious that this Board is 
neither unintelligent nor disposed to 
pass unnecessary regulations. But un- 
less these regulations are fully under- 
stood by the public, they set up a re- 
sentment against ‘all war-time restric- 
tions, most of which are thoroughly 
essential. 

The public should be taken a little 
more into the confidence of the regu- 
latory boards. 

The co-operation of the people is the 
first essential of any war-time measure. 
That co-operation cannot be secured 
unless all confusion is removed and the 
people understand exactly what is being 
attempted and why.

Mass Production Should Be Ap- 
plied To Defence Program 
Is Lippmann’s Idea 
By WALTER, LIPPMANN 

Commenting on Senator Byrd's recital 
of the figures showing the meager output 

‘of ‘tanks, guns and planes, “The New York 
Times” gays that “such figures form a 
startling contrast with the huge sums that 
Congress has appropriated for defence. 
The causes for that contrast deserve the 
country’s serious study.” They do indeed. 
Almost every one must 
have asked himself how 
ne can reconcile the 
dark picture painted by 
Senator Byrd with the 
much brighter picture 
which has so often been 
painted by defence offi- 
cials and supported hy 
the President's remarks. 

No doubt the outlook 

fF is not quite sn bad as one 
might gather from the 
Senator's speech. But it 
W. Lippmann is not nearly so good as 
one might infer from the President's re- 
marks. For while Senator Byrd has not 
quite got there yet, he is on his way to 
uncovering 8 basic misconception in the 
planning of the defence program. 
Program Planning 

To make the thing clear to ourselves, 
let ug consider the planning of a program 
for the production of apple pies. You make 

“an estimate that you need thirty apple 
pies. If you ask the cook to bake one pie 
a day for thirty days, you will have pro- 
duced thirty pies. That is one way to get 
a lot of pies. But there is another way, 
and that is to hire thirty cooks to bake 
thirty pies in one day. 

If you follow the first method—one cook 
making one pie a day—you do not have to 
bother the other twenty-nine cooks. If you 
follow the second .method—thirty cooks 
making thirty pies in one day—you get 
the pies quickly; if your first guess was 
wrong and you really need sixty pies, you 
can get them quickly, and you finish with 
the pie-making business quickly. 

Speaking very very roughly and 
broadly, the O.P.M., with the President 
and the War Department agreeing, de- 
cided last year to have the one cook make 
one pie a day for thirty days, leaving the 
twenty-nine other cooks to fry their own 
fish.

That in substance is why the defence 
program is moving slowly and is inade- 
quate, It has been planned as a kind of 
annex and superstructure to an immense 
boom {in private business. That is why we 
have just produced more private automo- 
biles than have ever heen produced and 
sold anywhere at any time. That is why 
the raw materials, the skilled labor, the 
manageria] ability, and the machine tools 
needed to produce this record-breakin 
output have not been enlisted for nationa 
defence, 

It has often been said that we need 
centralization of authority in Washington, 
That is true. But most of all we meed a 
central authority with a true conception 
of the task, which is that a massive output 
eventually will do us no good but that by 
a massive capacity to produce in the near 
future this war can be won. And then we 
need to realize that the only way to get 
quickly a massive capacity to produce is to 
cut drastically into civilian consumption 
and force the productive capacity, which 
now serves civilians, to work for defence. 


Forced Draught 

The time has come to put on forced 
draught—to make up our minds to pro- 
duce this year what, under our leisurely 
plans, we do not expect to produce until 
our

“Noah’s Arks” Respected By Ger- 


man And British Airmen As 
Places Of Safety 
By J. S. COWPER 

Nazi airmen bomb and machine-gun 
the crews of lightships, fishing craft and 
torpedoed merchantmen. There is neither 
chivalry nor observance of the rules of 
civilized warfare to them, But there are 
a score or so of vessels belonging to the 
British Navy and the R.A.F, riding at 
anchor in the English Channel that are 
safe from Nazi attack, 

They are the air rescue ships, nick- 
named “Noah's Arks,” designed and built 
by the British for the rescue of airmen 
brought down in aerial combat over the 
Channel. A picture of one’ appeared on 
the piciorial page of The Bulletin a couple 
of weeks ago. With ramps at either end 
leading up‘to a superstructure like the 
conning tower of a submarine, painted in 
brfiliant red and yellow and carrying the 
insignia of the international Red Cross, 
they are places of refuge for Nazi and 
Briton alike. 

The distressed airman who reaches one 
of these 50-foot stee! craft in his rubber 
boat, pulls open a hatch in the super- 
structure and descends a narrow ladder 
into a compact cabin. Framed notices in 
English and German welcome him, invite 
him to make himself at home, tel! him 
what to do and express the hope that his 
stay will be short. 

Treatment accorded these air rescue 
vessels, pitching and relling in the 
Channel! chop, are among the very few 
tokens of underlying humanity in the 
bitter Nazi fight for world conquest. 


Nazi And Briton Alike 


There ave four bunks—two on each 
side—in each of the craft, a paraffin 
stove, cooking utensils and » plentiful 
supply of canned goods on 
Matches and can-openers are not over- 
looked. Should the rescued man’ be 
wounded, instructions in both languages 
tell him how to self-administer first aid 
from a medicine cabinet. A shelf of books 
is provided, ranging in taste from detec- 
tive thrillers to burning romances and

Handful Of Men

OUTWARD BOUND 

The vessel, a tanker, was out- 
ward bound from England and 
travelling light to pick up a cargo 
on this side of the Atlantic when 
the first torpedo struck without 
warning. A second smashed 
through the hull, and the tanker 
began to list heavily. 

The order came to abandon 
ship. Crew members launched 
the boats and headed away from 
the apparently doomed tanker. 
But one boat's compliment de- 
elded to remain aboard in the 
faint hope of saving their vessel. 
They gathered in a group behind 
the defensive gun on the stern, 
waiting for the sub to rise. Soon it 
did, a machinegun swung on its 
deck. 


RAIDER VANISHES 

Before the U-boat’s gung could 
be manned, the tanker’s men had 
opened fire. Two shells whined 
away in the direction of the sub, 
and the raider quickly vanished

Postal bags of prisoners’ pack- 
ages are piled high in the ware- 
houses of Geneva's railway station, 
and a dozen Swiss postal clerks 
work swiftly and carefully to dis- 
patch them to their goals. 

DELAY IN RECEIPT 

The packages come from relatives 
and friends, from Red Cross chap- 
ters or other humanitarian agencies 
in the homelands. 

Transport difficulties across 
Spain held up British Red Cross 
Packages for months at a time 
early in the war, and even, now, 
it usually takes about four months 
before packages from the United 
States reach the camps. 

Every British prisoner, now, 
however, is able to receive at least 
one package a week. During the 
first 3% months of this year 329,002 
parcels arrived in Geneva for dis- 
tribution to British prisoners in 
Germany, Italy and Occupied 
France. 


INTELLECTUAL NEEDS 

In Geneva, damaged parcels, av-

Opening of the duck-hunting season in the Edmonton 
district and all territory lying south of the Athabasca river, 
is set for September 15 and will continue until November 15, | ed Wednesday, according to Dr. 
according to revised game regulations for the 1941 season, | 
released Wednesday by Hon. N. E. Tanner, minister of lands 


and mines. 


In the area north of the Athabasca river the 


duck shooting season opens on September 8 and continues 


until November 8. 


The prairie chicken season in 
this area opens October 1 and 
eontinues until] November 1. 

In announcing the dates, Mr. Tan- 
ner also revealed in the regulations, 
@ revision of zones for shooting. 

Along with the shooting of ducks 
is the opening of the season on 


geese, rails, coots and enipe. The | 


dates for the duck season apply to 
these birds. 

The number of zones in which 
ducks, geese, rails, coots and snipe 
may be shot, has been reduced 
from three to two. 


BAG LIMITS 

The bag-limit for ducks is 12 a 
day and 100 for the season, with the 
possession limit set at 36. Limit of 
five a day is placed on geese, with 
25 for the season: 

Instead of twe sqnes as former- 
ly, three sones are established 
this year for shooting sharp-tall 
grouse of prairie chicken and 
ruffed grouse. 

In zone “A” that territory north 
of the Athabasca river, the grouse 
season will be from September 15 
to November 1. The bag limit is 10 
a day and 50 for the season, Pos- 
session limit is 30. 

Zone “B" is south of the Athabas- 
€a river and including township 73 
and in this district, shooting com- 
mences Oct. 1 and continues until 
Nov. 1,, with a bag limit of 10 a day, 
50 for the season and possession 
limit of 30. 

Zone “C” is south of the C.P.R. 
railway on a line from Calgary to 
Duthil! and west on No. 2 highway

Sleeping sickness cases which 
totalled five of recent onset, were 
doubled during the day and the 
total now stands at 10. Last spring 
there were two cases in the prov- 
ince, near Lethbridge, and shortly 
after that, a third case developed, 
which makes the total for the dis- 
ease this year 13. 


TWO ADULTS 


New polio cases are: A child of 
cight at Lavoy; a girl of 12 at 
Blackie, and a male adult from the 
municipa) district of Champion; & 
five-year-old boy from Lacombe: a 
seven-year-old boy at Haynes, near 
Red Deer, and a 23-year-old woman 
from Medicine Hat. 

Three of the new sleeping sick- 
ness cases are in Lacombe and the 
other two are in territory tributary 
to Lethbridge. 

As a result of the spread of these 
two maladies, the provincial board 
of health announced that the board 
order, prohibiting gatherings of 
children under 17 years old, will 
remain in effect at least until Sep- 
tember 15 and prior to that date 
the board will meet to further con- 
sider the matter and decide whether 
schools should open even then. 


ALL SCHOOLS AFFECTED 

It is pointed out that the order 
prohibiting gatherings will neces- 
sarily mean that schools will not 
open until September 15 at the 
earliest. This applies to all schools, 


public, high, Sunday, urban and 
rural and others which are attended 
by children under 17 years old. 

Officials continue to urge that 
children avoid assemblages, remain 
segregated on their own premises 
and that early diagnosis be given 
of any suspicious cases. 


PEAK OF POLIOMYELITIS 
REACHED IN SEPTEMBER 

Peak incidence of poliomyelitis 
(infantile paralysis) is reached in 
Alberta around the middle of Sep- 
tember, according to a bulletin on 
the subject prepared by the com- 
municable diseases branch of the 
provincia] health department. 
*The incubation period is from 
seven to 14 days, the average being 
10 days. 

The bulletin sets forth that males 
are affected more frequently than 
females in the proportion of six to 
four, In the more widespread epi- 
demics, older individuals are at- 
tacked. The older persons usually 
show more extensive residual par- 
alysis than younger ones, 


PRE-SCHOOL GROUP 

The pre-school] group usually 
show 44 per cent of all cases; public 
school group 43 per cent; high 
school, collegiate and university 
groups nine per cent and other 
groups four per cent of all cases. 

The proportion of non-paralytic to 
paralytic cases varies greatly in 
different epidemics and depends 
upon the virulence of the strain of 
virus, the accuracy of clinical recog- 
nition and the degree of complete- 
ness of reporting. In the Danish 
edidemic of 1934 the proportiqn was 
98.1, Usually on this continent the 
proportion varies from 6.1 to 2.1. 

Case fatality is greatest in those 
age groups in which the incidence 
fig least. The rate depends on the 
same factors as outlined above 
and varies from 0.5 to 40 per cent. 


There is no known method of con- 
ferring immunity artificially. 

In general endeavor is made to 
prevent unnecessary congregation 
of children and young adults. Ef- 
forts’ are made to insure earlier 
diagnosis and quarantine. Cases are 
to be quarantined for three weeks 
and contacts for two weeks from 
the date of the last exposure. 

As many cases as possible should 
be removed to isolation hospitals. 

Copies of the bulletin are being 
made available to the medical pro- 
fession.

Manitoba and Saskatchewan Tues- 
day moved to intensify the study 
ef infantile peralysis and sleep- 
ing sickness as sharp increases 
fm the latter disease were noted 
im both previnces and a serious 
eu'break occurred in Alberts, 
until recently free from the dis- 
ease, 

Alberta reported four new cases 
of encephalitis, and one death, 
bringing the total in the province 
to seven cases and two deaths. A)- 
berta authorities also announced 
five new cases of infantile par- 
alysis and one death from that 
disease, bringing the total to 65 
cases, with two deaths. 


FIFTY NEW CASES 

While no new cases of poliomy- 
elitis have been reported in Sas- 
katchewan, sleeping sickness cases 
jumped to 209 with almost 50 new 
cases reported. One death brought 
total Saskatchewan fatalities to 10. 
There have been 22 poliomyelitis 
cases and No deaths in Saskatche- 
wan, 

In Manitoba, where the two 
epidemics began, 31 new cases of 
sleeping sickneas and 15 new cases 
of poliomyelitis brought totals to 
$10 and 660 respectively. There 
were no new deaths in either dis- 
ease and the totals remained at 16 
encephalitis, nine in poliomyelitis 
Cool weather was believed respon- 
sible for the decline in polio cases. 

With 18 cases of poliomyelitis re- 
ported in British Columbia, with 
one death, the new reports brought 
totals for the western proyinces to 
760 cases and 12 deaths in infantile 
paralysis and 526 cases and 28 
deaths from sleeping sickness. 
MOSQUITOES RESPONSIBLE? 

The theory mosquitoes may be the 
ehief carries of the disease will be 
investigated for the Manitoba pro- 
vineial department by John Mc- 
Ciintock, science graduate of Mani- 
toba University and field man for 
Winnipeg's anti-mosquito campaign, 
who will gather mosquitoes from 
sections of the province where 
sleeping sickness has broken out. 

Authorities here said it is 
knewn there are five types of 
mosquitoes which can carry the 
disease among horses. As the

Nazis Claim Russ 
Army ‘Annihilated’ 


BPRLIN, Aug. 27.— (AP) — The 
German high command claimed to- 
day it had “annihilated” the 22nd 
Russian army in a pincer encircle- 
ment behind the most advanced 
lines, killing more than 40,000 Rus- 
asians and capturing another 30,000 
in an unusually bloody battle. 

The battle occurred, the Germans 
aaid, on the north central front be- 
tween Smolensk and Lake Iimen, 
and resulted in capture of the town 
of Velikie Luki, 275 miles west of 
Moscow end 250 miles south of 
Leningrad, :

The Icelanders 
respected the typical Germans as 


individuals, as did many other 
peoples now subjected by the Nazis 
or in conflict with them. 


SPECIAL FACTORS 

But there were special factors in 
Iceland's case. 

One of them was the high honor, 


at least verbal, that the Nazis 
heaped upon this country and its 
nationals because Iceland, in cen- 
turies long gone, had preserved the 
Nordic Eddas — compilations in 
poetry and prose of Nordic myths 
and religion—that figure so largely 
in the Nazi return to paganism. 

Modern Iceland does not em- 
brace that paganism, nor does ft 
share the race cult of the Nazis. 
But Icelanders are proud of their 
sagas and Eddas, read them atill, 
and were not unaffected by Nazi 
panegyrics for them. 

It is not established, apparent!y, 
to what extent these timeless nar- 
ratives may have eriginated in 
Iceland — settled by the Ner- 
wegians more than 1,000 years age 
—but it does seem sgreed that, 
in written form, it was the Ice- 
landers that kept them alive. Vil- 
hjalmur Steffanssen, in his book 
on Iceland, asserts: 

“Without them the people of Eng- 
land and of middle and northern 
Europe would have smal] knowl- 
edge of the religious beliefs of their 
forefathers. At least, in clear-cut 
portraiture there would be no such 
gods as Thor or Odin, or Asgard, or 
Valhalla, Jacob Grimm might not 
have had material on which to base 
his law. Wagner would have had

When Icelanders went to Nazi 
Germany before the war the fol- 
lowers of Hitlerian - Rosenberg 
paganism made much over them. 
Nazi publicists declared, in fact, 
that the Eddas were the new Ger- 
many’s Bible, and that instead of 
Palestine, Germans should look to 
Iceland as their Holy Land. 

Moreover, Germany has long in- 
fluenced Icelandic thought because 
many Icelanders have gone to the 
Reich to study. Iceland is proud of 
its own elementary education, its 
two college preparatory schools and 
its university, but it has no facili- 
ties for graduate study and all who 
wish to pursue their education be- 
yound that provided by the little 
college here in Reykjavik must go 
abroad. The majority seem to have 
gone to Scandinavia, but Germany 
has held second place. Though the 


total of Icelanders who thus have|, 


come under direct Nazi influence is 
small, their influence gt home, as 
scholars and teachers, has been out 
of proportion to their numbers. 


According to observers in Ice- 
land, the shock ef the German 
conquest of Csechoslovakia cut 
considerably into German popu- 
larity here. The march into 
Copenhagen speeded the growth 
of pro-ally sentiment. 

Although the Icelanders want 
complete separation from Denmark, 
and charge that until the latter half 
of the last century their land was 
consistently milked by Denmark, 
the Copenhagen eclipse was a Scan- 
dinavian eclipse, and it struck 
home. 


TREND OF OPINION 

The lesson of Nazi conquest of 
little nation after little nation 
made its cumulative impression in 
this still smaller nation. Against 
fear of the Nazis, however, has 
been the dislike of Icelanders for 
the inconvenience and dislocations 
of normal conditions caused by the 
British and now the Americans. 
Such dislike has tempered pro-ally 
sentiment—but the trend of opin- 
ion has continued to grow in fevor 
of the Allied side in the war. 

You can hear versions variously 
shaded today as to which the Jee- 
landers prefer as occupiers, British 
or Americans. The weight of tes- 
timony indicates that America is 
slightly favored -- primarily be- 
cause the Icelanders, while count- 
ing on the British to get out in due 
course, are even more confident 
that the Americans will decamp 
when the war is over. 

The conduct of British seldiers 
and officers, hewever, has estab- 
lished a good reputation for them 
here. So has that of the Ameri- 
ean marines and sallers the Ice- 
landers have seen te date.

LONDON, Aug. 87.— (CP) —A 
four-day trek through 106 miles 
of bushland with enly riee, native 
reetsa and wild goats to eat was 
described by William Harman, 
25-year-old merchant marine 
engineer who has arrived home 
after a long veyage during which 
he was torpedeed twice, - 

He said he was engineer on an 
Allied ship when he was torpedoed 
the second time. He was the only 
Englishman on board, but most of 
the officers could speak English 
with some difficulty, 

“One night the crash came,” he 
recalled, “A torpedo had found its 
mark, Some of the boats were 
smashed before they reached the 
water, but by a bit of over-crowd- 
ing 100 seamen managed to squeeze 
into two boats. 

“The U-boat surfaced and ap- 
peared alongside the lifeboats and 
the commander asked us for full 
particulars of our ship. There was 
a machine-gun handy on his sub- 
marine, so we told him—with cer- 
tain alterations—what he wanted to 
know. 

“He disappeared below and re- 
turned, demanding to know more 
as he could not trace the vessel 
from Lioyd’s list, which he had 
consulted. No wonder, The ship 
we hed described as ours was 
non-existent. 

“Three days later we sighted 
land. It was an island connected 
to the mainland by a sandy strip, 
We decided to trek 100 miles 
through the bush to the nearest 
British possession — Sierra Leone, 
It took us four days. We lived on 
rice, native roots and wild goats.” 


Bomber | Flies To 
U.K. In Fast Time 


SAN DIEGO, Calif, Aug. 27— 
(AP)—Consolidated Aircraft Corp- 
oration reported today a Liberator 
bomber, averaging more than 300 
miles an hour in sub-zero weather, 
had made a delivery flight across 
the Atlantic in 7% hours.

On another stipulation in the 
prime minister's invitation—accept- 
ed by the United States government 
as were the lines just quoted—the 
Icelanders today are pinning much 
hope. Under it the United States 
undertook not only to evacuate 
after the war but to use its in- 
fluence with powers negotiating the 
peace treaty ao that it will also 
recognize “the absolute independ- 
ence and sovereignty of Iceland.” 

It was onthe suggestion of the 
British that Iceland invited Ameri- 
can occupation, The invitation cer- 
tainly was not a very enthusiastic 
document, but Iceland hopes for 
material help from America--and 
for America to remember those 
words on independenc:
